Ports Policy 
for Canada 


This brochure is about Canada’s new 
ports policy. | hope you will find time to 
read it because it concerns a very im- 
portant piece of legislation. It is impor- 
tant because in the long run it will mean 
more prosperity for all Canadians. 

If | can borrow a phrase spoken over a 
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Shoal Bay Kraut Point 
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hundred years ago in Versailles by Von 
Baden: “Unity makes strength, and since 
we must be strong we must also be 
one.” No, I’m not speaking only about 
national unity, I’m referring to Canada’s 
new ports policy which at last will 

unite what has been a fragmented ports 
and harbours system into a strong and 
co-ordinated body; for like the proverbial 
Topsy, Canada’s ports and harbours, 
not unlike Canada itself, just grew and 
grew, often in several directions at the 
same time. 

We have developed into a sophisti- 
cated trading nation whose port facilities 
have changed tremendously in the past 
two decades. For example, radical shifts 
in shipping patterns and enormous 
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We’ve made considerable changes © 
and much progress in the past, and 
we’re proud of it. Our people have 
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While the new policy will enable the 
ports system to meet the challenges of 
the future by allowing us to better co- 
ordinate port development, | think the 
most satisfying aspect of the policy is its 
emphasis on built-in autonomy for ports. 

We’ve produced a reasoned policy 
and one that | think is sound, practical 


and fair. 
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Socio-Economic 
Gateways 


Canada is an industrious, aggressive 
trading nation, heavily dependent on 
world markets. As such, the efficiency 
and effectiveness of our port facilities 
are of prime importance to the economy 
and growth of the country. 

This intricate network of facilities, 
from the largest coastal seaport to the 
smallest inland harbour, all constitute 
links in the strengthening chain of 
Canada’s expanding trade pattern. 

The activities at ports of all sizes con- 
tribute significantly to the total value 
of goods and services in Canada. Our 
ports have considerable impact on the 
employment situation — a typical major 
Canadian port can account for up to 
10 per cent of all jobs in the area. These 
include such port-related operations as 
trucking, stevedoring, warehousing, 


Do you know the Ro-Ro, or how about 

the OBO? These are just two of the 

many new, mechanically sophisticated 
ships using Canada’s ports — most of 

them known by their initials only. Have 
you heard of the ULCC: Ultra Large 

Crude Oil Carrier, or the VLCC: Very 
Large Crude Oil Carrier? Each of 

these supertankers is about three foot- 
ball fields long and 12 stories high. 

Then there’s the LASH: Lighter Aboard 
Ships, a big ship which carries smaller 
craft (lighters) usedtotransportcargo 
into shallow water ports. The LNG is | 
a Liquid Natural Gas carrier forcarrying 
gas cooled to — 160°C, and the LPG 
is a Liquid Propane Gas Carrier. The 
Ro-Ro (Roll on — Roll off), by the way, 

is aship with side or stern openings 

so anything with wheels can be rolled 

off or on easily. And yes, ferry boats 

are Ro-Ro’s! An OBO is simply a ship 
which carries oil or bulk cargo or ore. 


Canada now has deep water ports 
capable of handling supertankers 
carrying up to 350,000 tons and ore 
carriers handling up to 250,000 tons. 


banking, and manufacturing. In many 
cases the activities of the nation are 
reflected in activity within the ports. For 
example, the grain grown on the prairies 
directly creates jobs for the grain han- 
dlers who load the ships in Halifax or 
Vancouver. 

In addition to their present day eco- 
nomic impact on our way of life, Cana- 
da’s ports and harbours have played 
a very substantial role in the cultural and 
social development of our country. 

For many of us, ports have a certain 
atmosphere of history and romance 
because they constitute such a highly 
visible link with our past. Historically, 
the port is where our forefathers first ar- 
rived in Canada. The very variety of 
languages one still hears in port com- 
munities is evidence of the diversity of 
our backgrounds and cultures. For 
others, their interest in ports is related 
to the romance of Canada’s early ex- 
plorers and pioneer settlers. But this 
pioneering spirit is not confined to the 
past; far northern developments are 
increasingly dependent upon port instal- 
lations for the vital Arctic explorations 
now in progress. 


In 1975, Canada exported goods to 119 
countries and imported goods from 

96 and Canada now ranks 11th in the 
world’s use of ocean shipping. 


Canada’s ports directly employ over 
2,500 people such as harbour masters, 
administrative and maintenance staff, 
police, and grain elevator operators. 
However, ports generally act as 
“landlords” in that they supply or rent 
facilities (which could include wharves, 
sheds to protect cargo, cranes, grain 
elevators, etc.) to the private sector. 
The private sector in turn employs other 
people and companies such as: 
longshoremen who load and unload 
ships; pilots who guide the ships 

in and out of port; tug companies who 
move and dock the big ships safely; 
linemen who secure the ships to the 


piers; ship chandlers who sell supplies 
for the sea; trucks and railroads which 
haul the cargo; laundries which service 
the ships and the seamen, and many 
other contracted services. There are 
also the all-important shipping agents 
who represent the owner and look 
after the complex paper work that is all 
part of docking a ship and loading or 
unloading its cargo. Therefore, the 
2,500 people that we mentioned were 
employed by the present ports admin- 
istration are over and above all the 
other tens of thousands of “‘tenants” 
who work because of our ports. 


The Changing 
Environment 


General economic growth has placed 
increasing demands on port systems, 
leading to rapid change over the past 
two decades. This in turn has led to 

a growing need for rationalization of the 
system — for better port facilities, and 
specialization. The Canadian shipping 
industry, faced with increasing compe- 
tition, needed new port facilities to help 
them remain competitive. 

To achieve economies and provide 
faster and more efficient service, there 
has been greater integration of land and 
water transport and increasing use of 
larger trains and ships to transport com- 
modities. This has fostered the develop- 
ment of high-capacity, bulk handling 
ports in deepwater locations, and new 
facilities to handle containerized car- 
goes. Such changes in the characteris- 
tics of the port business have led toa 
growing need for public and private 
investment in port facilities and for an 
ever-increasing public expenditure on 
related aids to safe navigation such 
as dredging, ice-breaking, visual aids 
and radio navigation systems. 

In addition, growing demands from 
the public for improved urban planning 
and protection of the local environment 
have also influenced the use and growth 
of our ports. The areas occupied by 
many ports are now of prime environ- 
mental and economic concern and the 
long-range plans of both the commu- 
nity and the port must progress in tandem 
if successful development is to be 
achieved. 

While historically Canada’s ports have 
served the nation well, it has become 
apparent that their management must be 
unified and streamlined to provide the 
highest possible level of service. The 
ports have changed physically, both to 
meet the more sophisticated demands 
of the age of computerization, container 


This may sound like something straight 


out of Ripley’s Believe It or Not, but: 

A fully automated self-unloading bulk 
carrier can actually unload 6,000 tons 
of coal per hour! This ship, which 
works the Great Lakes and was built to 
maximum dimensions for the St. 
Lawrence Seaway, has a capacity of 
27,200 tons and can be emptied in 

4¥2 hours. 


- Ashipping container is a very large 
- box, mostly metal but sometimes wood, 


which can vary in size from 20’ x 8’ x 8’ 
to 40’ x 8’ x 9’6”. Freight can be packed 
and sealed in the container at the 
factory, container terminal or any place 
of origin, and the container is then 
shipped by rail or road to a container 
port where it is transshipped with 

ease via a container ship to an over- 
seas destination. The chief advantage 
of shipping by container is that it is 
simpler and more economical to move 
things in bulk rather than piecemeal. 

In addition, goods in sealed containers 
are afforded an extra measure of 
security. 

A modern container ship can unload 
500 containers a day. This is equivalent 
to 9000 tons of cargo which would 
take a conventional ship approxi- 
mately 13 days to unload. 


A typical container ship can carry 1,000 
containers, each weighing 15 tons — 
and costing the shipper between 
$50,000 and $100,000 to load or off- 
load at a port. 


shipping and supertankers, and to ac- 
commodate changing community at- 
titudes. However, in spite of refinements 
made in port administration over the 
years, Canada’s ports are still governed 
by more than half a dozen statutes. The 
result is a fragmented system which has 
made it more difficult to meet the chal- 
lenges of today. 

The present legislative framework and 
differing forms of administration often 
do not provide adequate means for ports 
to adapt their operations to users’ re- 
quirements, or to plan and finance 
improvements to their facilities that will 
keep them competitive. Many of the 
current pressures for change require 
co-ordinated policies and planning at a 
national level to ensure the most effec- 
tive use of resources and to meet the 
legitimate municipal, regional and pro- 
vincial interests in port operation and 
development. 

In view of the fundamental importance 
of ports to Canada, and their unity of 
purpose, it is essential that their role and 
development be viewed nationally and 
planned positively. That is the objective 
of a reorganization of the port system, 
and the proposed new legislation. 

As a result of several years of study, a 
new Canada Ports Act is now proposed 
to replace the National Harbours Board 
Act, the Harbour Commissions Act, 

Part XII of the Canada Shipping Act, the 
Government Harbours and Piers Act, 
and several other acts now governing 
the operation and management of Cana- 
dian ports. This new Act was written 
after much consultation and discussion 
with the shipping industry, labour asso- 
ciations, provincial and municipal 
government officials, and senior repre- 
sentatives from ports across Canada. 


How many cars can a container contain 
if a container can contain cars? This 
is not a tongue-twisting riddle but a very 
legitimate shipping question. The 
answer is one Rolls-Royce or two 
Toyotas, maybe three. But to give you 
an idea of what a typical container 
contains, the following is a list of 
contents from a container, chosen at 
random, which arrived recently at a 
west coast port: photographic products, 
personal effects, electronic calcu- 
lators, oil pumps, pneumatic machinery, 
one bathtub and knit mittens. 
Obviously then, a container can 
contain a whole variety of goods ora 
single item, depending on the size 
and shape of the contents. Like a care- 
fully packed suitcase, containerized 
shipping is the compact way to go! 
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The main objectives of this proposed 
new legislation are to establish a single, 
unified ports system that will foster and 
promote national, regional and local 
trade within the context of Canada’s 
broad objectives. It is also important 
that the new policy will provide the users 
of our ports with more accessible, effi- 
cient and equitable treatment in the 
movement of goods and persons. 

In addition, those who developed the 
legislation realized that the major ports 
must have a high degree of autonomy to 
manage and operate if the new system 
is to work as efficiently and effectively 
as planned. Decisions on a day-to-day 
basis will be taken by those who are to 
implement them in order that the system 
will respond to local needs. Although 


basically autonomous, the responsibili- 
ties of these ports will be consistent with 
and will reflect the responsibility of the 
Minister of Transport to ensure the 
integrity and efficiency of the national 
ports system and to encourage the 
optimum use of resources. In addition, 
the new system has been designed to 
provide more effective co-ordination with 
other marine activities, such as Coast 
Guard and Seaway operations. 


Public expenditure for port facility 
capital projects amounted to $62 
million dollars in 1975.

Who Does What 

The new Canadian Ports Commis- 
sion will be concerned with all ports 
used primarily for transportation 
purposes. 

The Coast Guard, which is another 
arm of Transport Canada, is concerned 
principally with the movement of 
commercial vessels in Canadian 
waters, marine environmental protec- 
tion and marine safety including light- 
houses, buoys, navigational equipment, 
etc. The Coast Guard has many ships 
of its own, including icebreakers. 


Pilotage Authorities employ licensed 
marine pilots who are responsible for 
conducting foreign owned ships safely 
and efficiently in Canadian ports. 

Harbours which handle fishing 
vessels and recreational craft come 
under the jurisdiction of Environment 
Canada. Naval dockyards and wharves 
are part of the Department of National 
Defence. 

Locks, except for those on the St. 
Lawrence Seaway, are under the 
jurisdiction of Parks Canada. 


The New Administrative | 


Structure 


All the ports used primarily for transpor- 
tation purposes will be brought within 
the new structure. These will include the 
present National Harbours Board ports, 
those currently operated by Harbour 
Commissions, and some 300 Public 
Harbours and 500 Government Wharves 
facilities. 

The Canadian Ports Commission will 
be established within Transport Canada 
to provide overall policy direction, and, 
if requested, professional support to the 
ports. 

Although the various harbours and 
ports will be fully integrated under the 
umbrella of this new Canadian Ports 
Commission, there will be an emphasis 
on decentralization and autonomy. 
Municipalities will now have more input 
into the overall planning and direction 
of the port, while provincial governments 
will have a voice in planning the ports on 
a regional basis. Local sensitivities and 
aspirations will be taken into account 
wherever possible and the participation 
and initiative of local interests in the 
operation and development of the ports 
will be fostered and encouraged. This 
heightened degree of autonomy should 
contribute greatly to the strengthening 
of the country’s entire ports system. 

At present, twenty ports of national 
significance have been designated as 
having port Commission status. Each 
of these Commissions will be composed 
of three to seven members headed by a 
Chairman. Members will be experienced 
and capable persons appointed by 
the government. A certain proportion of 
members will be nominated by muni- 
Cipalities in the area of the port. 
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These twenty major ports will be self- 
sustaining business enterprises respon- 
sible for their own management, mainte- 
nance and operation. They will be 
bodies corporate, not public service 
organizations, and will enjoy a substan- 
tial amount of autonomy for the pur- 
poses of daily management. For exam- 
ple, the Commissions will employ their 
own personnel and will make their own 
by-laws for the operation of the port. 
Port Commissions will be encouraged to 
establish mechanisms to communicate 
and consult with the local people as well 
as with port users and labour organi- 
zations. 

To further fair competition and the full 
use of their facilities, the major ports 
will be responsible for promoting their 
capabilities. They will also have the 
financial flexibility to enable them to deal 
quickly and decisively in the manage- 
ment of their affairs. For example, Com- 
missions will be able to set tariffs subject 
to approval of the government, and also 
to negotiate contracts and agreements 
with port users in lieu of tariffs. 

Although the major ports are expected 
to be financially self-sufficient, the gov- 
ernment will continue to provide funds 
for projects which are in the national 
interest. However, Commissions, which 


will be able to retain and invest surplus 
money, will be encouraged to use those 
surpluses as well as borrowings for 
financing their new facilities. The gov- 
ernment will also make working capital 
available in emergency situations. 

Port management will enjoy maximum 
operating authority, however they will 
still be financially accountable to the 
federal government, and will operate ac- 
cording to financial standards recom- 
mended by the government. 

In order to maintain the highest pos- 
sible level of port security, the Solicitor 
General of Canada will be responsible 
for the overall direction of an integrated 
port police system, and for setting and 
monitoring Commission law enforce- 
ment standards. The Solicitor General 
will also appoint and train port consta- 
bles or may arrange to have provincial 
Or municipal governments undertake 
these responsibilities. 

In addition to the twenty major ports 
that will have Commission status, there 
is an extensive network of Public Har- 
bours and Government Wharves facilities 
stretching across Canada. These 
smaller ports are recognized as vital 
links in the country’s transportation 
network; in fact they handle over one 
quarter of the nation’s waterborne 
tonnage. Some Public Harbours are 
single-commodity ports serving a spe- 
cific industry while others now cope 
with the diversified trade of rapidly grow- 
ing communities, and each is an es- 
sential contributor to the development 
and economic well-being of the local 
area or region in which it is situated. 

In order to maintain closer contact 
with their municipalities and users 
and to promote more intensive manage- 
ment efforts, these Public Harbours 
and Wharves will be administered by 
strengthened regional organizations. 
The regional administrations will have

increased delegated authority to plan 
the development, operation and main- 
tenance of their facilities. Full time 
salaried managers will be appointed at 
the more active ports in order to pro- 
vide improved service to the community 
and industry. 

The Minister of Transport will have 
the overall responsibility for seeing that 
the objectives of the new policy are 
met, and for ensuring that all of Canada’s 
transportation ports are well planned 
and effectively developed. The Minister 
will be responsible for approving all 
new major port initiatives, including the 
control of development through a per- 
mit system. 

Among the many benefits to be derived 
from this new, integrated national policy 
will be the better and more efficient 
co-ordination of marine, surface and air 


transportation systems and the avoid- 
ance of unnecessary duplication of port 
facilities. More importantly, the new 
policy should establish an equal basis 
from which each port can develop its 
own economic potential. 


In 1975-76, Canada exported 671 mil- 
lion bushels of grain through the 
following regions: West Coast 260.1 
million bushels, Churchill 23.8 million 
bushels, Great Lakes and St. Lawrence 
354.3 million bushels, Atlantic 32.8 
million bushels. But in 1972-1973, we 
did even better and exported a 
record-breaking 782.3 million bushels 
of grain! 


Advisory Structure 


An advisory structure will be set up to 
counsel and advise port officials at 
various levels of the administration. 
Consultative groups will be established 
to provide national, provincial, regional 
and municipal advice on port policy 
planning and development. This advisory 
structure should ensure that port users, 
port workers and municipalities adja- 
cent to the ports are consulted on mat- 
ters of significance. 

A maximum ten member Canadian 
Ports Policy Council, appointed by the 
Minister from among the Chairmen of 
the port Commissions and headed by 
the Commissioner, will advise the Minis- 
ter on the broader aspects of national 
ports policy. For example, after assess- 
ing government policy the Council might 
advise on the feasibility of developing 
or expanding Canada’s deepwater bulk 
port facilities. This Council will also 
ensure that the principle of local auton- 
omy for port Commissions is honoured. 

In order that the provinces have ample 
opportunity to express their concerns 
and make meaningful contributions as 
to how the ports in their areas should be 
developed, Regional Advisory Councils 
may be established in the various re- 
gions of Canada. The membership, which 
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will include a representative from each 
province in the region as well as officials 
representing the interests of the ports, 
will advise the Commissioner on matters 
of regional and provincial significance 
to ports, such as efficient land use or 
port improvements needed to serve the 
area. It is intended that these Councils 
should provide regional discussion 
forums for all provinces, including those 
that are landlocked — for example, 
Alberta and Saskatchewan have an 
interest in port development and its 
effect on the export of grain. 

In addition, there are locations which 
have larger, growing Public Harbours 
where the community has expressed an 
interest in the port and where in future, 
Commission status may be appropriate. 
Local Advisory Committees, made up 
of persons living in the community who 
are interested in the management of 
their harbour, will be established for 
these ports. Members will be appointed 
by the Minister to advise the Commis- 
sioner or his representative on matters 
such as the future development and 
operation of the harbour.

In 1975 over $11 billions worth of 
Canada’s exports were moved through 
her ports. 


In 1975 there were 93,742 arrivals and 
departures of ships handling domestic 
cargo between Canadian ports (1 ship 
leaving or arriving every 5¥%2 minutes) 
and 40,522 ships handling cargo at 
Canadian ports for and from foreign 
countries (1 ship leaving or arriving 
every 13 minutes).

Since the opening of the St. Lawrence 
Seaway in 1959, ocean-going ships up 
to 730 feet long with a draught of 26 ft. 
can now sail 1000 miles inland above 
Montreal as far as Thunder Bay. In 
1976, 54.4 million tons of cargo passed 
through the St. Lawrence Seaway 
alone, even though the navigation 


season was not quite nine months long. 


Making the Change 


An orderly changeover to the new sys- 
tem is essential so that port operations 
can continue as usual. The new admin- 
istrative system will mean setting up 
appropriate systems, guidelines and 
procedures. A variety of information and 
training programs will be provided to 
help ports and headquarters personnel 
adapt to the new system and to ensure 
that all who are involved in the change 
understand what is taking place and 
how it will effect them personally. With 
the establishment of Commissions, 
personnel in the major ports will auto- 
matically become employees of the 
new Commissions. 

A number of steps will be taken during 
the changeover to ensure that port 
Commissions begin operations on a 
similar financial footing and to enable 
them to set realistic financial objec- 
tives in the future. Port assets will be 
revalued using consistent principles 
for all ports, and all Commissions will 
begin operations with balanced working 
capital. In addition, National Harbours 
Board ports owe the government approx- 
imately $500 million in loans and more 
than $240 million in interest. Any existing 
surplus not required by the port to 
establish a balanced working capital 
position, to fund capital projects or 
to repay interest arrears and outstanding 
debt will be transferred back to the gov- 
ernment. Remaining debt will then be 
converted and held by the government 
as its equity investment in ports, and 
residual unpaid interest will be forgiven. 
When the new Act is passed the gov- 
ernment will appoint a “trustee” to over- 
see these financial transactions and 
to hand over assets and liabilities to the 
new Commissions. 

The new port Commission members 
will be nominated before the Canada 
Ports Act is promulgated. Once the Act 
takes effect, the government will estab- 
lished each Commission and appoint 


the members, the existing pieces of legis- 
lation will be repealed, and the Com- 
missions and the new ports system will 
become operational. 


And so will begin a new era in the his- 
tory of Canada’s ports. Unified, inte- 
grated, and even more responsive to the 
needs of the community and of busi- 
ness, the new ports system will help to 
promote the economic thrust that is 
necessary if Canada is to maintain and 
solidify her position among the great 
trading nations of the world.
